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Lewis Found Guilty, Will Be Sentenced Tuesday 


JAIL SENTENCE FOR 
UNION CHIEF HINTED 
BY FEDERAL JUDGE 


MINE WORKERS ARE 
ALSO CONVICTED OF 
CONTEMPT OF COURT 


WASHINGTON, April 
. . 
John L. Lewis and the United Mine 
Workers were found guilty of con- 
tempt of court today for flouting a 
court's stop-strike order in the coal 
mine walkout. 
Judge 
T. Alan 
Goldsborough, 


who made the ruling in U. S. dis- 
tUct court, put off passing sen- 
tence until tomorrow. 
He hinted 


strongly he is thinking of a Jail 
term for Lewis. 


Two Decisions Made. 
In his ruling, Goldsborough de- 


elded: 
1. There was a strike and Lewis 


called it In effect by using a "code." 
Lewis had contended there was 
no strike. 
2. Lewis and the union are guilty 


of both qivil and criminal con- 
tempt of court because they did 
not end the coal mine walkout 
promptly after an April 3 court 
order for the strike to stop. 
Lewis sat with a sneer on his face 
whlli the judge announced his rul- 
ing. 
After the court session was 
over, he refused to talk with re- 
porters.Bond Not Hequlred. 


Goldsborough did not 
require 
bonl from Lewis. He asked Welly 
K. Hopkins, attorney for Lewis, for 
a personal guarantee that Lewis 
will be in court at 9 a. m. (CST) 
tomorrow mou.ing for sentence. 
Hopkins I'ave that assurance. 
Goldsborough can impose almost 
eny punishment on Lewis and the 
union. 
The only limit, under su- 


preme court rulings and precedents, 
is that it must be within "sound 
reason." That limit comes from 
the constitution's 
bar 
against 
•cruel and unusual" punishment. 


In a 1946 case when he found 


Lewis and the union guilty of con- 
temnt, Goldsborough fined Lewis 
$10,000 and the union $3,600,000.

"Jim Crow Army" 


Reynolds said this is the first 
such card to be signed. They will be 
circulated nationally, he testified, 
and others of all races will be urged 
to sign them. 


Besides the cards, Reynolds said, 
his organization has

order for 100,000 buttons with the 
inscription "Don't Join a Jim Crow 
Army."

WASHINGTON, April 
10.—(IP}— 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today granted the railroads a 
further temporary freight rate In- 
crease estimated to cost the public 
about $300,000,000 a year. 


Commission officials figured the 
raise will average about four per 
cent above present rates. 
The ICC last October, acting on 
the railroad's plan for a 30 per cent 
advance in freight rates, authorized 
a temporary 10 percent increase to 
meet higher operating costs. 
Still another 10 percent tempor- 
ary Increase was granted in Janu- 
ary.

He ask- 
ed for action on tho ten-point cost- 
of-living program which he laid 
before Confifress last Nov. 17. 


Congress shelved most of it, In- 


cluding a request for standby pow- 
ers to restore wage-price controls 
and rationing on a limited basis. 


Defense, housing and minimum 


wages also held congressional at- 
tention today. 
Two Senate committees, Appro- 


priations and Armed Services, slow- 
ed down action on the 70-group 
air force bill. 
The Senate may decide today on 


a dispute between Senators Taft 
(R-Ohlo) and McCarthy (R-Wis) 
over a long-range housing bill. Taft 
hoped to knock out a series of 
McCarthy amendments to the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner bill and 
substi- 


tute his own proposals. 


The bill would authorize a huge 
slum clearance program under fed- 
eral loans and subsidies. 


A senate labor sub-committee be- 


gins hearings today on proposals to 
raise the 40-cent an hour minimum 
wage for Industries whose **oods 
are shipped across state lines. 


High Court Rules 
Negroes Can Vole 
In Demo Primary 


WASHINGTON, April 
19.—(IP)— 


The Supreme Court in effect today 
upheld a decision that negroes have 
the right to vote in democratic pri-' 
marles in South Carolina. 
That decision was returned by the 
U. S; Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Richmond. It was appealed by party 
officials of Richland county, S. C. 
They asked the Supreme Court to 
review and reverse 
the 
decision. 
They 
contended 
the 
democratic 
party in South Carolina is "a volun- 
tary political association which can 
exercise unrestricted choice of mem- 
bership."Widespread Effect. 
The Supreme Court announced 
merely that it would not review 
the lower court findings. The effect 
of this is to let the findings stand. 
Attorneys said Supreme Court ac- 
tion upholding the decision would 
have widespread 
effect 
in 
the 
South. 
The Circuit Court decision said: 
"No election machinery can be 
-upheld if 4U purpose or effect is to 
deny the negro, on account of his 
race or color, an effective voice 
in the government of his country 
or the state of community wherein 
he lives."
